LA VOZ DEL CID OFF THE AIR 

For about a decade, the easiest logging of a clandestine station for many of us has been La Voz del Cuba 
Independiente y Democratica, operated by Huber Matos' CID organization. The station has been having some financial 
struggles during the last couple of years, reportedly because of a cutoff in CIA funding. They have managed to scrape 
by with a somewhat reduced schedule, abandoning their former all-day broadcasts on 9941v kHz in favor of a reduced 

According to ACE member Ulis Fleming, cited wilh direct information from "station personnel" mCumbre DXitlAO, 
La Vox del CID has been off the air because of "technical problems." According to the Fleming item mCumbre. the 
station plans to return lo broadcasting, but they have no date for when transmissions arc planned to resume. Cumbre 
also cites Mathias Kropf of Germany, who noticed that the station was absent from the shortwave bands. This would 
be a good time to check out the CID frequencies to see if you note any activity from them, or if you can confirm that 
they arc still off the air. Let us know! 

CLINTON STILL PONDERING CUBA ADVISORY BOARD 
Last month we broke the news that President Bill Clinton had appointed Herminio San Roman to be the director of the 
Office of Cuba Broadcasting. Ulis Fleming sends in an article that ran in the Miami Herald, which suggests that 
Clinton is not done reorganizing his Cuba radio and TV operation. Herald reporter Christopher Marquis said that 
Clinton is considering the appointment of a new nine member advisory board for transmissions to Cuba, including 
(gulp!) the possibility of replacing advisory board chairman Jorge Mas Canosa of the Cuban American National 
Foundation. A trial balloon floated in the article was the possible naming of Elena Diaz-Verson Amos to take Mas' 
place as board chairman. She is a "Cuban American benefactor from Georgia" who is a "widow of a wealthy insurance 
executive," according to Ha Herald. Her credentials include giving aid to famous refugees from Cuba, including Alina 
Fernandez Revuelta, who is the estranged daughter of Fidel Castro. 

Clinton's plan would name Mas Canosa "chairman emeritus" of the board, a position with little authority. Mas Canosa, 
contacted by the Herald, said that he would not "relinquish his post without a fight." Diaz-Verson formerly served on 
the board of the Cuban American National Foundation, so apparently the move is primarily designed to get rid of Mas

anybody had the address of Radio 75. Harald says that it is Post Office Box 7, 335001 Sevastopol, Ukraine. He points 
out that the station "is much more a pirate rather than a clandestine broadcaster, even though the QSL looks like 
coming directly out of the underground. " Harald notes that in addition to his continual succi 
several USA pirates have been making it into his shack in Germany lately. 



ACE member Timothy Hughes of Rochester, New York asks a timely question in the context of the Timothy McVeigh 
conviction for the Oklahoma City federal building bombing. Timothy wonders where you can get information on the 
right wing quasi-clandestine "Patriot" programming that is carried by various USA shortwave broadcasters, 
particularly WWCR in Nashville. (You can't miss their booming signal nightly when tuning around 60 and 90 meters). 
He's looking for schedules, frequencies, and addresses for corresponding with the stations.

Burma. BBCMS :,v, . Hint the I lemocrtitic Voice of Burma has begun internet audio broadcasts that supplement its 
shortwave programming. According to Ham Yawnghwe, director of the station, http://wwv.communique.no/dvb/ is 
the place to go foi the service. Programs are scheduled for an upload daily at 1200 UTC. 

Cambodia. Many of you undoubtedly saw the widespread press accounts of the capture of Khmer Rouge leader Pol 
Pot. The first announcement of his capture was made by Radio of the Provisional Government of National Union and 
National Salvation of Cambodia, but the press did not believe it at first. Supposedly he was captured by his own 
troops, who have internal strife caused by a decision on whether or not to accept a peace offer from the Cambodian 
government. According to BBCMS, Pol Pot destroyed the radio station before fleeing his base in Anlong Veng on 
June 13. But, by June 16 BBCMS heard it back on the air. They list the schedule on 5407 kHz for two hours at 1 130 
and 2330 UTC. The station no longer supports Pol Pot, but instead has broadcast support for "His Excellency Khieu 
Samphan" and First Prime Minister Norodom Ranariddh of the National Union Front. This is obviously a breakaway 
faction of the Khmer Rouge that is not under Pol Pot's control. 

Colombia. BBCMS printed yet another announcement that Radio Patria Libre has reactivated. This time they noted a 
World of Radio report by Glenn Hauser of May 22, which cited Henrik Klemetz' logs of them for a half hour at 2200 
UTC on 6250 kHz. I have checked for the station on a number of occasions, but they are just not getting into Ohio 
anymore. This will be almost impossible to hear for a couple of months during mid-summer, since sunset is not until 
0100 or so in Cleveland during June and July. We'll have to wait for fall conditions to return if we hope to hear this 
one at 2200 on 49 meters. On the other hand, Brian Alexander of Pennsylvania reported a log of Patria Libre in 
Cumbre DX 141. He heard them May 25 from 2220-2225* UTC on 6249.98 kHz, reporting a fair signa! with Spanish 
talks, female and male announcers, and Latin American music. 

Congo. A pro-rebel clandestine with an ID of Radio Congo Liberie has been broadcasting on FM during the civil war 
in the country. The station supports rebels of Denis Sassou-Nguesso, and has been attacked by government officials 
' as Gilbert Nalibu, editor in chief of the government Congolese radio in Brazzaville. Apparently a second FM 
with an ID of Radio Mille Collines is also operating. 

c Republic of Congo (ex-Zaire). The main Kinshasa government radio, formerly ID'ing as the Voix du 

. has been identifying itself as the Voix du Congo since May 18 when it was captured by rebel forces. Now that 
Kabila has replaced Mobutu, the rebel forces are now the government.

Israel. The Israel Communications Ministry has complained that Palestinians are broadcasting radio and television 
programs from Bethlehem, Bayt Jala, Jericho, Nablus, Gaza City, and Khan Yunus "without coordinating with Israeli 
authorities." The Ministry alleges that the broadcasts are causing interference. In a possibly unrelated matter, the 
Israeli newspaper Ma'ariv' said that Police Commissioner Asaf Hefetz sent instructions to the Israeli Criminal 
Investigations Department to shut down Arutz 7 (Channel 7), the pirate/clandestine operated by Israeli militant settler 
groups. However, Knesset Member Mikhael Kleiner, chairman of the Land of Israel Front, urged Prime Minister 
ned that "closing down Arutz 7 would put the last nail 
:s from a ship anchored offshore of Israeli territorial 
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1730 UTC. The ID in Persian is radio-yc scda-ye azadikhahan-c iran. The station claims to be an independent voice 
independent of "any particular group, religious or political faction." BBCMS could not copy their address, but they 
announced a United Kingdom fax number of 0541 525 051. It has broadcast against "religious tyranny" in Iran. 
Tajikistan. BBCMS reports the following schedule for Voice of Free Tajikistan, the clandestine of the Tajik 
opposition: 5960 and 7100 kHz at 0230, 0330, 0530, and 0630 UTC. The station says that transmissions begin with

Covert Comms By Tom Sevart

Hello everyone and welcome again to "Covert Comms." I had planned on writing about 
something else this month, but the recent activity of the numbers station known as "The Counting 
Station," or TCS, is worth mentioning. TCS is operated by the CIA, and the female voice is often 
referred to as "Cynthia from Langley" (CIA, CynthIA, get it?). Langley VA is, of course, the home 
of the CIA's headquarters. Cynthia has a definite American accent. 

In case you didn't know, TCS begins it's broadcasts repeating a three-digit number three 
times, followed by a 1-0 count (hence the name "counting station"). This station uses English, 
Spanish, and German, but it's the English version that is worth noting. The English language 
counting station has been very active lately with skeds at the following times (UTC): 0100 on 
4645 AM & 4670 USB, 0500 on 7435 AM (which is a WWCR freq - must be very annoying to 
listeners of Brother Stair) & 7654.5 USB, and 1400 on 4645 AM & 4670 USB. I'm sure there are 
probably others, but these have been the most active. Note that the freqs used are close together, 
and the tendency to use AM (actually full-carrier USB) on one freq and USB on the other. If you 
listen to these transmissions with two receivers, you will notice that they are synchronized to send 
each number together, even though they are sending different messages. In other words, they are 
not parallel.. If you listen closely to the USB transmissions, you will notice that in the background 
is a sort of "diesel engine" sound. This open carrier sound is often on well before and after the 
numbers transmission which makes it helpful to find frequencies used by these stations. 

Each message is exactly 215 groups long, which leads me to believe that all this activity is 
nothing more than training transmissions. It isn't normal activity for this station to send messages 
that are always the same length (unlike the Lincolnshire Poacher numbers station which always 
sends 200 group messages). Also the use of AM on one frequency and SSB on the other shows

transmissions, perhaps ••ndlng tho actual message text. This is, of course speculation on my 
part. If anyone can doood* th« signal, please let me know. On 5238, which used to be a Spanish 
counting station freq, can often be found an AM carrier with some sort of high-speed data signal. 
It's unknown il this signal Is related to the numbers stations or what its purpose is. 

I'm predicting that this station will transmit on these freqs for » "hile^then th«, e skeds 
will disappear. Other skeds may pop up on different frequencies. I have noticed that tne fapanisn 
counting stations have done this in the past. Every now & then, however, they will use a certain 
freq for a while and eventually that sked will cease. 

The Spanish counting station used to have a nightly sked at 0230 on 6840, but this ended 
about two years ago. These skeds weren't messages but three or four 4F numbers repeated for 
about ten minutes. These transmissions are believed to be "control transmissions," with possible 
sked and freq information encoded in the 4F groups. 

The Counting Station has been active with a few other skeds lately: 0200 on 7425//7709 
AM, 0300 on 11685 AM (Spanish version), and 1500 on 7600//10597 AM These transmissions 
are'most likely not training transmissions but actual messages. It is very hard to predict schedules 
for the "real" message broadcasts since the counting stations use seemingly random skeds that 
change often. The best way to find these stations is to make a list of frequencies used in the past 
and check them at the top of every hour. You must be dedicated (and a little nuts) to do this! 
Normally numbers stations avoid maritime and broadcast bands, but on several occasions I have 
found TCS right in the middle of a broadcast band. 

The German counting stations, usually heard in Europe, have all but disappeared. We can 
only hope that they become more active, but it will be interesting to see if they make a comeback. 

With that, happy CIA monitoring! See you next month.

Welcome back. Let's look at the skywires a bit more. Get out your antenna wax, and lets get those sigs to 
slide on in or out. 

Care and Feeding of Antennae 

Antenna and feedline impedances are a good stepping-off point. The characteristic impedance ot a 
dipolc antenna is about 72 ohms, when the tlipolc is ij quariei wavelength above ground. Most HF skywires 
are operated at elevations considerably below this height, and thus ihei. impedance is lowered due to their 
increased capacitance to ground. Multi-element arrays (like Yagis) are usually found to have an impedance 
of 20 to 40 ohms. Standard RG-58, RG-8, and RG-8 M , N1 are 52-ohm impedance coaxial cables that have 
been designed to provide service in a wide variety of transmitting installations. The standardization of 52- 
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ohm cable was a compromise designed to promote greater transmitting efficiencies, with only negligible 
mismatching for the received signals. 

Resonance and Power Transfer 

When the output network of a transmitter (or the input network of a receiver) is adjusted to 
approximately 52 ohms, then the maximum transfer of power takes place. This condition is known as 
resonance. Resonance applies to both receiving & transmitting systems. It is a condition, in which the 
trimming of a radiator has been adjusted to a certain length (relative to the operating frequency) that best 
approximates the impedance of the feedline and the output network of the transmitter (or the input to the 
receiver). This matching process is critically important, because of a basic relationship in radio electronics: 
maximum power transfer occurs when the source and the load (the transmitter and the antenna, or the 
antenna and the receiver) are operating at the same impedance. In this instance, the equation also includes 
the coaxial cable that feeds the antenna. When these three elements are all operating at the same impedance 
level, mismatches are minimized and maximum power transfer is encouraged. According to the Rule of 
reciprocity, an antenna will have the same resonant point for both modes of service. 

Capacitive Effects 

Feedline capacitance tends to sap signal power. This effect becomes more pronounced as the 
operating frequency increases. Furthermore, higher signal voltages generate greater capacitive effects. In 
actual practice, 75-ohm coax is more suitable for dipole receiving installations in .the VHP spectrum; offering 
lower dipole mismatch and loss than 52-ohm cable. Lower impedance cables offer better efficiency for 
transmitting power along a line, and better matching for HF communications. This efficiency is occasioned 
by a higher current-to-lower voltage relationship of the signals in the feedline (which reduces the 
capacitance of the feedline at higher power levels).
